CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) . 


—An attempt to launch a flash- • 
ing light, geodetic satellite

orbit failed today when the sec-- 
ontl stage of the launching vehicle 
did not ignite.

Jobless Dip 
During April, 
U. S. Reports 


WASHINGTON .(AP) - Unem- 


ployment-dropped by 430,000 in 
April and went below the four- 
million figure .for the first time 
this year, Secretary of Labor Ar- 
thur J. Goldberg announced to- 
day. 


Although the improvement was 


normal for the season, Goldberg 
said the decline—and a simultane- 
ous rise in employment to an 
April record—was an encouraging 
sign of continued business expan- 
'sion. 


The unemployment 
rate 
re- 


mained at 5.5 per cent of the ci- 
vilian labor force, the same as 
in March • as against the 6.9 per 
cent of a year earlier. 


The rate is based on seasonal 


adjustments, 
and remained un- 


changed this month because the 
drop was expected. 


The number of long-term unem- 


ployed — those out of work 15 
weeks or longer—was unchanged 
at 1.5 million, Goldberg said.
